RESULTS 

1.  The  hostile  Indians  of  Pennsylvania  and  western  Xew  York  were 
dispersed  and  cruelly  punished. 

2.  The  Tories  were  checked  in  their  marauding  incursions  on  the 
frontier  settlements. 

3.  The  food  supply  of  corn  and  dried  vegetables  and  fruits  which 
the  British  had  hitherto  obtained  from  the  Indians  was  destroyed. 

4.  The  threatened  invasion  of  Canada  from  the  west  prevented  the 
British  from  sending  troops  to  engage  in  military  operations  to  the 
southward. 

5.  The  American  patriots  were  heartened  by  one  of  the  i 
f til  campaigns  of  the  Revolution. 

6.  A good  claim  was  established  to  the  rich  lands  of 
and  western  New  York  which  enabled  the  new  Republic 
Great  Lakes  and  the  Mississippi  for  its  western  boundaries. 

7.  Into  the  regions  thus  acquired , thousands  of  settler  - 
found  new  homes  after  the  War  of  Independence  was  won.

Tablets  on  cut  Vermont  granite  boulders  have  been  placed  at  every 
camp  site  of  the  Sullivan  march  through  Pennsylvania.  The  local 
inscriptions  for  the  lower  sections  are  given  elsewhere  on  this  pro- 
gram, the  upper  section  being  a map  of  the  Sullivan  Road. 


Celebrations  varied  in  character,  with  pageants  and  historical  ad- 
dresses by  eminent  historians,  will  feature  the  celebrations,  which 
will  he  held,  as  a rule,  on  the  dates  above  mentioned  except  that  the 
Northampton  Countv  and  Monroe  County  celebrations  will  be  held 
later.
